DOMESTIC. 


B G rn ern l S h erid a n ’s A n n u a l R ep ort. 
C h ic a g o, November 9th.—General Sheri­ 
dan’s annual report to the General of the 
Army sets forth that there are in the De­ 
partment of Dakota 4,850 officers and men ; 
in the Department of the Platte, 2,840 ; in 
the Department of Missouri, 4,720; and in 
the Department of Texas, 3,040. 
He wished 
again to put himself on record as considering 
this force entirely inadequate to this great 
territory and the namerous demands upon 
the army from the northern and southern 
borders. The ratio is about one man to every 
seventy-five square miles, and in Texas one 
man to every 125 square miles. The result 
is that the troops are frequently overworked, 
and often compelled to take the field against 
greatly superior numbers. 
The officers and 
men are equal in intelligence, activity and 
devotion to duty to any army in tho world, 
and no army of the size accomplished one- 
third as much hard work from one year’s end 
to another. 
He refers to the rapidity with 
which emigrants are taking up land in the 
far West. 
He says: Our frontier is so 
extensive 
that 
for 
the 
present 
we 
we are compelled to adhere to a system of 
small poets, though it is both inconvetdent 
and costly. General Pope, in his annual re­ 
port, calls attention to this fact and urges a 
change ; but until the railways now being 
built throughout our western and southwest­ 
ern country are completed it will not be wise 
to alter the existing condition of affairs. 
When these roads have made their connec­ 
tions with the Pacific slope, and established 
railroad termini in the mountains, it will be 
time enough to move in the matter. 
Still 
that time is not very far distant, and it is 
well to discuss the situation ot permanent 
posts and 
regimental 
garrisons in ad­ 
vance, and 
I 
therefore call 
particular 
attention to General 
Pope’s arguments 
in favor of a change in our existing frontier 
system. 
Among otir strongest allies north of 
the civilization frontier are the various rail­ 
way companies who are now constructing 
their new lines with great rapidity. In the 
Department of Dakota the Northern Pacific 
Railway has crossed the Missouri river at 
Bismarck, and is now about 150 miles west 
of that place, and it is confidently expected 
to reach the hanks of the Yellowstone river 
by next summer. 
The Chicago and North­ 
western Railroad has completed a branch 
road to Fort Pierce, on the Missouri river, 
and has already finished surveys to Dead- 
wood, Dakota, which it is expected to reach 
next September. The Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railway has a branch road 
within a few miles of the mouth of American 
creek, on the Missouri river, and expects to 
reach the Black Hills of Dakota by next 
September. 
The railways above mentioned 
lead to the extensive basin of the upper Mis­ 
souri lying between the Big Horn mountains 
and the Black Hills of Dakota on the south, 
the boundary line of British and United 
States of America on the north, and the 
main chain of the Rocky mountains on the 
west. 
This vast basin includes portions of 
the Territory of Wyoming, nearly all of 
Montana and the Territory of Dakota. It 
is a section c.f great value, on account of its 
extensive and rich grazing lands. Every light 
fall of raia in the latter part of rummer and 
fall does not rot the grass, but it slowly dries 
on the ground and becomes good and nutri­ 
tious bay, without the usual trouble of cut­ 
ting and curing, and experience proves that 
the annual snowfall in the basin named is not 
heavy enough to prevent cattle from getting 
good feed during the entire year ; aud al­ 
though the winters are cold they are invari­ 
ably dry and clear, not subjected to condi­ 
tions of alternate freezing and thawing, and 
consequently they can keep in better condi­ 
tion than where they are liable to undergo 
greater climatic changes. 
Settlements are 
being made in every direction throughout this 
extensive grazing and agricultural section. 
T h e Y ear's Y ie ld ol' G r a in . 
W a s h in g t o n , 
November 
9th.—Colonel 
Worthington, the statistician of the Agri­ 
cultural Department, is gathering materials 
for his preliminary crop report, which will be 
ready 
for 
publication 
Monday 
noon. 
Although the exact results cannot be ascer­ 
tained before that time, there is reason to be­ 
lieve that the yield of oats, rye and corn will 
not vary materially from that of last year, 
and that variation will be decreased from 
earlier returns. 
It was found that there had 
been a slight increase in acreage, but the yield 
is believed to have fallen sufficiently to more 
than keep the balance. 
It is probable that 
the returns of the yield of wheat will show an 
increase of about 30,000,000 bushels as com­ 
pared with last year, more than half beiog 
from the Pacific coast. 
As the world’s yield 
of wheat is somewhat diminished, there 
would seem to be a fair prospect of good 
prices for the American surplus. 
Shipm ents o l Grain fr o m New Y o rk . 
N ew Y ork, November 9th.—The grain 
shipments from this port to Europe during 
October amounted to 12,039,200 bushels, and 
gave employment to 309 vessels, making a 
grand total for the past ten months of 117,­ 
027,827 bushels, being an increase over the 
corresponding morths of last year of man}' 
million bushels. 
It is confidently expected 
that November and December will be the 
largest shipping months of the year, anil that 
the grand total of the year will exceed 125,­ 
000,000 bushels, being an increase of over 25 
per cent, over last year. 
It is stated that 
every vessel in port has been chartered to 
carry grain, and none are waiting for engage­ 
ments. 
The R a ilr o a d YY'nr. 
St. Lol'lS, November 9th.—The Chicago 
and Alton Railroad made the following rates 
to interior points this morning : Fort Wayne, 
82 80; Pittsburg, 88 30; Cleveland, 83 45; 
and 81 to Lafayette, 
Muncie, Fremont, 
Lima, Gibson, lloopster, Parton and some 
other places. These one-dollar points are all 
junctions with other roads to Chicago and 
Kansa* City. 
Wabash has not yet met their 
cut. 


CHICAGO, November l*th.—The managers 
of the railroads engaged in the passenger war 
met this morning, hut the representatives of 
the Wabash refused t<> do anything unless 
the Alton road agrees to give them one-third 
of the St. Louis business, which Í3 their con­ 
struction of the effect of the New York 
agreement.

The New York conspirators do not ap­ 
pear to be making muck progress, and the 
indications are that they will only succeed 
in convincing the country that their in­ 
clination was thoroughly good to perpe­ 
trate any fresh villainy that might seem 
feasible. 
The idea that they can discover 
frauds in the New York vote is preposter­ 
ous, though it Í3 entirely reasonable to 
suppose them capable of inventing frauds. 
The decrease iu the Democratic vote was 
caused by well ascertained inllaences, one 
being the nomination of Grace by Kelly. 
The fact that Grace only won by a ma­ 
jority of two thousand shows how real and 
extensive was 
the opposition to him. 
We regret to be obliged to say that the 
manliness prematurely ascribed to General 
Hancock in this connection has not been 
manifested by him. 
On the contrary, it 
is now given out that he stands prepared 
to accept the 
Presidency, 
if it can 
be stolen for him byBarnum and liis gang. 
And it must be confessed that this posi­ 
tion is far more in accord with General 
Hancock’s candidature than the sudden fit 
of squeamishcess attributed to him would 
have been. 
It would indeed be very re­ 
markable if a man who coolly consented to 
owe his election to the stealing of the 
votes of the entire South should revolt at 
the idea of consummating his victory by 
filching one Northern State. 
We ought 
to have known better than to believe that 
snch a candidate would have rebuked Bar- 
num & Co. 
No doubt the gentleman at 
Governor’s Island is ready and willing to 
take advantage of anything his friends can 
do for him. 
At the same time tho fact 
remains that it will not be in their power 
to do anything beyond Bmirching them­ 
selves more thoroughly. 


SHERIDAN’S 
REPORT. 


General Sheridan iu his annual report 
calls attention once more to the insutiiciency 
of the army for the police duty of the 
frontier. 
This time it is probable that his 
representations will find 
more patient 
hearers than a year ago. 
The next Con­ 
gress will not be hostile to the army, nor 
will it seek to abolish it. 
The army at 
present needs to be doubled in numbers, at 
least, and Congress coaid not do better 
thau to raise it to fifty thousand, which 
would be a thousand officers and men for 
each million inhabitants of the Union ; 
surely not a dangerous force to the liber­ 
ties of the republic. 
Hitherto the in­ 
adequacy of the force has not only im­ 
posed an unreasonable amount of work 
upon it, but has caused that work to be 
very much more costly than 
was at 
all necessary. 
In fact 
but for the 
efficient aid given to the troops by 
the rapid extension of railroad buildiDg 
upon the frontiers, it is certain that it 
muBt have failed long ago to perform the 
duties demanded of it. 
General Sheridan 
gives the railroads full credit for their use­ 
fulness in this connection, but he does not 
fail to point out the need of more men in 
the army. The effective strength of that 
force at present is a little over 20,000, in­ 
cluding officers, of whom there are some 
2,000 altogether. 
It is evident that the 
proportion ol enlisted men to commissioned 
officers is absurdly small, and if the police 
work of the frontier is to be done reason­ 
ably well and reasonably cheap, there must 
be a very considerable increase in the 
strength of the regiments. 


E lec tio n R e t u r n s. — Official returns 
from 35 counties, and the full returns from 
the remaining counties of the State, with 


a few minor exceptions, leaves Hancock 91 
votes ahead. 
On the returns so far re­ 
ceived Edgerton leads his colleagues on the 
Republican ticket, and will probably con­ 
tinue to do so until the close of the count. 
He will therefore win the place lost by 
Terry. 
The vote between Garfield and 
Hancock is so close as to leave the final re­ 
sult still the subject of reasonable doubt.

THE 
COMING 
ADMINISTRATION. 


Governor Foster, of Ohio, is reported as 
saying that “ General Garfield’s nomination 
“ at Chicago left him absolutely free from 
“ entangling alliances.” This we assume 
to be true, since the circumstances of that 
nomination made it impossible that he 
should have entered into any bargains. 
It 
follows, however, that if General Garfield 
is thus free to choose his own political 
family, his responsibility must be undi­ 
vided. 
Heretofore it has frequently hap­ 
pened that Presidents have escaped the 
full responsibility for bad and unfit selec­ 
tions, by shifting the burden on to the 
shoulders of the friends who managed their 
canvass and procured their nomination. 
In the present case the eountry will look 
to General Garfield to vindicate the high 
reputation he has already earned so well, 
by selecting an unimpeachable cabinet, and 
by showing himself to be in sympathy with 
the reform beliefs which the best minds of 
his party are committed to. 
He must re­ 
member that when the Chicago Conven­ 
tion met a Liberal Republican organization 
bad already been effected ; that it was 
fully prepared to put a candidate in the 
field if the nomination of Grant bad been 
forced on the Convention ; and that it 
only abandoned this purpose on the se­ 
lection of General Garfield becauift he 
was 
understood to be in 
sympathy 
with 
the 
objects 
it 
had 
in view. 
I t seems necessary to recall these facts be­ 
cause Governor Foster is represented as 
saying that he does not think General 
Garfield will “ make any specialty of Civil 
“ Service reform,” and that “ his Admin- 
“ istratiou will be somewhat stalwart.” Of 
course very much may depend upon the 
meaning which Governor Foster atcribes to 
the word “ stalwart,” but it is evident 
that if be uses it in the sense in which it 
has been used by the opponents of Grant- 
i-ni, he attributes intentions to the new 
President which cannot but disappoint the 
independent element of the Republican 
party. 
In regard to Civil Service re­ 
form it must be admitted that General 
Garfield has thus far made no promises. 
His letter of acceptance in fact appeared 
to reveal a by no means satisfactory men­ 
tal attitude towards that question, on his 
part. 
The example of President Hayes 
show3 that the very fullest preliminary 
assuranees on such a matter may prove to 
be quite worthless, and therefore perhaps 
we ought not to entertain apprehensions 
because General Garfield has been more 
cautious 
and 
non-committal. 
There 
can, 
however, 
be 
no 
doubt 
that 
he 
will 
be 
expected 
to 
rise 
above the political 
position commonly 
understood by the epithet “ stalwart,” and 
that if he fails to do so he will endanger 
his hold upon the confidence of those ele­ 
ments which he, as an enlightened and 
liberal-minded man, must desire to stand 
well with. 
Governor Foster says : “ The 
“ South did not give him a vote, and he 
“ has no debts to pay in that quarter.” 
So far as we can perceive he has no 
debts to pay in any quarter, save his 
debt of duty to the whole American 
people. 
They at least have a right to ex­ 
pect that he will not derogate from his 
previous reputation, and that he will con­ 
sequently choose his cabinet for acknowl­ 
edged fitness, and not for the purpose of 
conciliating this or that clique or faction. 
At present we are inclined to think that 
his too stalwart friends are doing him 
more harm than good by their free predic­ 
tions as to his course, and though we by 
no means desire to regard these predictions 
as possessing any special significance, we 
could wish at least that they were balanced 
by others of a more reassuring tendency. 


KEARNEY RE IISES. 


POLITICS. 


At the Sand Lots on Sunday Denis 
Kearney announced his intention of going 
to work. 
It is decidedly the most sensible 
decision he has reached for a long time, 
and we hope that it signifies his final re­ 
tirement from the role of firebrand and 
demagogue which he has occupied so long. 
It must, however, be perceived that if 
Kearney is about to retire it is scarcely a 
voluntary abdication on bis part. 
For 
some time past he has been without influ­ 
ence or real following, and the feebleness 
of the vote cast by his peculiar faction at 
the late election proved that the day of 
this particular dog had come to an end. 
Kearney, in fact, has outlived his noto­ 
riety. 
Cast aside by those who had used 
him, he was incapable of carrying on an 
independent career. 
He had risen into 
notice on the top of a spasm of popu­ 
lar excitement. 
When that spasm sub­ 
sided 
he 
wished 
to 
perpetuate bis 
power, and seeing that tire old subjects 
were worn out he tried new ones. 
But 
there was no magic in his later con j arations, 
for he had then no popular passion to play 
upon. 
For a short time he was a real 
leader of a certain dangerous element. 
After that he became a conspirator on the 
pattern of General Bourn. 
His begin­ 
ning was W at Tyleriah, but his end was 
opera boutfe. 
Had he possessed any ap­ 
preciation of the situation he would have 
withdrawn before he was deserted. 
As it 
is he has only retired when abandoned by 
his followers, and therefore he can hope for 
neither recovery nor remembrance. 
Such 
is the common fate of the soaring geniuses 
who undertake to lead revolutions without 
comprehending the distinction between 
mob fantasies and enduring popular beliefs. 


EPIDEMICS AND 
FEAR. 


In epidemics the best safeguard is fear­ 
lessness. 
At such times the imagination 
often plays strange tricks with people, and 
those who are always in dread are far 
more likely to catch the infection than 
such as proceed quietly and do not trouble 
themselves about the matter at all. 
Fear 
is a potent aid in the spread of disease, 
and strange as it may seem, will actually 
invite attack. 
Of course recklessness is 
not to be enconraged. 
When science has 
established precautionary measures it is 
only prudent to employ them. 
That done, 
however, it is not only useless but danger­ 
ous to worry over the possibilities of the 
future. 
A sound state of health is the 
best barrier against contagious diseases, 
and a sound state of health is incompatible 
with constant apprehension and panic.

HANCOCK DECLINES TO BE INTERVIEWED.

C h ic a g o , November 9tb.—The Tribune’s 
Hartford correspondent had a talk with Gov­ 
ernor Jewed, who said the country need ap­ 
prehend nothing from all this cry of fraud. It 
is merely the work of Barium and Kelly, 
and it will fizzle out in a few days. 
“ How do you account for the increase of 
the Republican vote iu New York City ?” 
“ The vote of the city was thoroughly 
worked up by the Republican managers, and 
they also exercised care to prevent a repeti 
tion of the terrible Democratic frauds of past 
years.

W ashington, November O h.—The Slur 
this evening publishes a higly interesting dis­ 
patch from its New York special correspond­ 
ent, which though seeming somewhat sensa­ 
tional, is known here to have been written 
by a person not addicted to sensationalism, 
lie says; While up to this time the very 
suggestion of going behind the New York 
returnsjaod declariog this State for Ilanco k 
has been classed as part of the machinery for 
letting the Democrats down ta»y, it has been 
discovered that the Democrats are very seri­ 
ous about the matter, and are working to 
that end with a vigor unknown during the 
canvass. After an industrious search for in­ 
formation leading to the Democrats’intention 
in this matter, your correspondent, with in­ 
side secrets, fiads : 
First—That the pressure to open the con­ 
test for the vote of the State comes from lo­ 
calities outside of the State, principally from 
the Southern States, and mainly from Ken­ 
tucky and Richmond ; that dispatches and 
letters and outside Democratic newspapers 
have worked with great effect upon the Dem­ 
ocratic committees here, who have had their 
local difficulties to settle, and who feared the 
effect of the opposition which the business 
men here would give to any further election 
talk. 
Second—That the disputed question of the 
support of the eolid Southern Democracy is 
settled in this natter, or the committee here 
would not go od with the project. The Ir­ 
ving Hall, Tammany Hall and State Demo­ 
cratic Committees have been diligently at 
work, and claim to have made discoveries 
that astound those engaged in the prosecuti. n 
of the inquiries into the various kinds of al­ 
leged fraud. Among other things, they have 
found a technical violation of law, which is a 
penal offense under that statute—the illegal 
preparation of tickets. The intent of the 
voter is not denied, but the law makes cer­ 
tain kinds of tickets only voted, and opens 
the Penitentiary door to persons implicated 
in preparing them otherwise. 
Third—The National Democratic Commit­ 
tee has no; yet taken hold of the matter, but 
its Executive Committee meets here Friday. 
At that meeting the reports from three other 
committees now working the subject up will 
be read, which promise to furnish affidavits 
to prove frauds involving over 20,000 votes. 
Fourth—These committees .will request 
the National Committee to insist upon the 
appointment of a Congressional Committee 
of Investigation into the New York election, 
and make it the very first business of both 
houses at the approaching session. 
Fifth—That they are serious in the matter 
is now beyond doubt. The Republicans have 
done nothing, believing up to this time, as 
General Hancock is utterly opposed to any 
scheme of the kind, and says so, that nothing 
would come of the talk ; but now they pro­ 
pose to be ready to demand that the same 
class of investigation shall proceed under their 
auspices in certain Southern States, and here 
also, to prove Democratic frauds. Three or 
four Democratic Senators have already been 
heard from. Senator Davis of West Vir­ 
ginia says he will not be a party to it, but 
will oppose any attempt to open the affair ; 
and the others say they will not think of giv­ 
ing it countenance. A nervous feeling exists 
here, and nothing but some public declaration 
from enough Democratic Congressmen to set­ 
tle the matter now will avert the unsteadi­ 
ness in business that is threatening to happen 
and to last till the votes are counted in Jan­ 
uary.

New Yobk, November 9th.—The care was 
resumed to-day. Samuel E. Morey testified : 
One of his brothers was a slight of-band per­ 
former, named Francis Morey. Julian A. 
Morey was a half-brother, and had another 
brother named George 0. Morey and two 
fisters, dow both dead. Hadn’t been paid 
for testifying in this case. Had a nephew 
Frank B. Morey. 
Robert Lindsay testified—Was a detective 
for the secret organization of the working­ 
men of Maryland; ki.ew H. L. Morey, and 
traveled with him last February to Lynn. 
Morey showed witness the Chinese letter on 
that occasion, and again in Boston between 
the 4ih aud 5th of February; he identified 
the letter which was shown him. 
Cross-examined — He knew Morey firBt 
through a forged letter of introduction from 
a certain secret organization, the name of 
which he refuses tokliselose. Witness’busi­ 
ness wa3 chiefly walking about the mines 
doing nothing. He could not, however, give 
the names of the proprietors of any of the 
mines about which he had been for many 
years. He said he never went by the name 
of Cornell, but knew a man of that name, 
who is now in the Albany Penitentiary. He 
last saw Morey in Philadelphia, February 
7ch. (Witness had previously stated that Le 
saw Morey in Boston the last time ) 
Bliss demanded the name of the President 
of the workingmen’s organization which em­ 
ployed witness, but the latter said he was 
under oath not to reveal it or the secrets of 
the society. 
Ilowe maintained that the witness need 
not answer. 
Judge Davis said such oaths should not ob­ 
struct justice. The question was a proper 
one.

The witness declined to answer. 
Judge Davis—You must answer the ques­ 
tion. 
After consulting with Mr. Howe, witness 
said that W. 11. Thompson, a lawyer in 
West Cumberland, employed him. Saw him 
last Thur.-day. Told him he was coming to 
testify. Had lived with Thompson twelve 
years near the jail. Didn’t remember how 
near tile Court-house is to the jail, nor re­ 
member the names of the streets iu the 
neighborhood of Thompson’s house. 
Re­ 
ceived §25 a month, which he fiads in a letter 
in a niche of the Eckbaritt mine, about a 
quarter of a mile from the entrance. 
Did 
not know the names cf the families with 
whom he slept during the past month. 
After recess Jonathan W. Good ell, a prac­ 
ticing physician, testified that he was the 
only man of that name in Lynn, and did not 
w rite the Goodell letter ; did not administer 
the estate, aud never heard of such a man. 
Robert Lindsay, recalled : Ha-1 never slept 
iu the same place twice in ten years; bad 
been known several years by the name of 
James L. Barry, which is his proper name. 
Witness was sharply questioned, to bring 
out the fact that he did not kuow anybody in 
West Cumberland, where he claimed to re­ 
side. It was clearly shown that lie was iu 
dense ignorance on all persons and places in 
that vicinity. 
The defense here rested its case. 
The prosecution called H. J. Johnson, 
Postmaster of Cumberland, who testified 
that no such person as William H. Thompson 
resided iu West Cumberland, and he further 
flatly contradicted all of Lindsay’s assertions 
about localities there. 
William B. Griffith, a bookkeeper in West 
Cumberland, testified that there was no such 
man as W. If. Thompson there. 
Other similar testimony was adduced. 


THE MOREY FAMILY ON THE STAND. 
Clara T. Morey, an old lady, testified : 
Lived in Lynn, Massachusetts, 14 years, and 
previously lived 25 years in Lowell; am a 
widow, and married Samuel C. Morey- 35 
years ago. He had three sons by his first 
wife, and he also had two half-brothers and 
a full brother, but noue of the family was 
named Henry L. Morey ; a lawyer named 
Wilson approached her recently, and asked 
her to make an affidavit concerning the 
Morey family, but she refused to make or 
sign it. 
Witness never knew or heard of 
any member of the family named Henry L. 
Morey; she never heard of .S. S. Morey hav­ 
ing an uncle named H. L. Morey. 
Geo. O. Morey, son of the last witness, 
swore that he had no uncle named 11. I,. 
Morey, and never heard of eueh a man. 
.John W. Morey, a Boston policeman for 
thirty-five years, swore that no mmiler of 
the Morey family was Darned Henry L. 
Morey; never heard of such « man until the 
Chinese letter was published; Sam* el S. 
Morey never had An uncle named Heniy 1,., 
and witness would be bis father had oach a 
man existed. 
Frank B. Morey, whose mother is a sister 
of Samuel S. M- rey, testified that tie had a 
conversation with S. S. Morey in Lawrence, 
Mass., after he returned from New York last 
Tuesday, after testifying iu this case. Sam­ 
uel told him that he did not want to go to 
New York, but that a man named Ciarke in­ 
duced him to go. Sam told him lie felt that 
they would all be iu Ludlow street j dl 
before they get through. Sam Said Clarke 
said it would be ali right, and the whole 
tiling would be dropped after the electii . 
Sam said they had a Henry L. Morey in New 
Jersey, and 1 said tj him, “ Then I suppose 
when you see him you’ll sav, • Hello, uncle, 
how are you 2’” [Laughter.') I saw Samuel 
S. Morey on his return from New York, and 
lie had lots of money in his pocket—over 
$100, I think. 
He was free with it, and 
treated several times. 
Q. —Who brought yon on here ? A.—Mr. 
Kimball a-ked uie if I knew anything about 
Henry L. Morey, and I told him all tlie con­ 
versation I had with S. S. Morey-. 
To Mr. Brooke—I thought I might get the 
old man, S. S. Morey, out of trouble ; ad 
vised him to come on again to New York 
and tell the truth. 
I told him if he stuck to 
what he had testified to he would get into 
the Penitentiary. 


OTHER WITNESSES. 
The next witness wa» E. N. Kent, a chem­ 
ist and ink manufacturer, who testified that 
lie made an examination of the register of the 
Kirtland House at Lynn, and found that on 
the 25th of February, 1879, the name of 
Henry L. Morey is written in aniline ink, 
while the other names are written in nut gall 
ink.

The subject of the imminence of small pox 
in this city having been taken under consid­ 
eration and discussion, it was, on motion, re­ 
solved th at the following notice to the phy­ 
sicians of the city, and to the public gen­ 
erally, be issued by the Board : 
To the Physicians and Public of Sacramento: In 
view of the ’imminence of an epidemic of small-pox 
in our midst, the Board of Health of the city deem 
it their duty respectfully but earnestly to eai! the 
attention of physicians to the duty and desirability 
of reporting :ny and ail cases of small-pox to the 
Board, for their prompt removal to the special hos­ 
pital provided for such cases, or, where this is not re­ 
quired, in order that the cases he put under proper 
quarantine regulations and restrictions ; also that 
citizens generally he requested, as a matter of public 
duty, to report to the Board all cases of the disease 
coming to their knowledge, to the same end. The 
Board deem it their duty likewise to impress upon 
citizens generally the propriety and desirability of 
seeing that their children especially, and them­ 
selves and dependents, are promptly and properly 
vaccinated, and in many coses revaceinatod. Those 
who are unable to pay a physician for such vaccina­ 
tion are informed that it is the duty of the City 
Dhqiensary Physician to ¡lerform said service free at 
the City and County Dispensary, on the Court-house 
lot, Seventh and I streets, where he is required to 
he in attendance d .ily front 12 o’clock noon to 2 P. M.

T he Small pox Scare.—V arious rumors 
were current again yesterday of cases of 
6miU-pox which were said to have been found 
in the city, but of all mentioned, up to a late 
hour last evening it may be said, upon the tes­ 
timony of the Board of H ealth and other 
physicians of the city, that no case has oc­ 
curred except the one which was brought 
from Blue Canyon to the pest house, near the 
County Hospital. 
As a m atter of precau­ 
tion, however, steps nre being taken by the 
Board of Health and Board of Education to 
prevent its introduction into the city schools, 
and to prevent its spread if isolated cases 
should occur. 
Movements to this end were 
taken last evening a t the meetings of the 
Board of H ealth and Board of Education, 
and an address of warning is issued by the 
Board of H ealth to the physicians and people 
generally of the city. 
This is not done be­ 
cause there is occasion for alarm, but only to 
urge and bring into operation such measures 
as are best calculated, while_ the disease is 
present on the coast, to avoid itshecom ingan 
epidemic in the city. 
There are at present 
no cases here. 
The action advised by the 
Board of H ealth is stated by them to be in 
tbe line of precaution, and which is proper if 
the disease does not appear here, and wise in 
case it should. 


T h e F i r e L a s t E v e n in g . — L ast evening 
about 7 o’clock an alarm of fire was sounded 
from box 24, corner of 
Tw elfth and G 
streets, caused by the burning of an unoccu­ 
pied dwelling-house belonging to M r. Mains, 
and located on G, between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets, opposite the brick school 
building.

but the engineer, a man named Parker. 
Captain Thomas Buckley, who resided within 
a few fe e t.I the works, saw the tleze, aud 
immediately got out of Led and rusted into 
the works. 
He gave tl,e tiro alarm to the 
men iu the mine, and then endeavored to 
reach tie engine, but tbe fire prevented him 
from approaching and he was soon driven 
from the building. 
The fiie originated near 
the engine, but from what cau*e it is impos­ 
sible to state, as the engineer could not be 
found. 
It is pos ible that he was asleep 
when the blaze commenced. 
The Babcock 
engine was brought v.T) after some time had 
expiied and the acid turned into the mouth 
of the shaft. 
N o water could be brought 
into play. 
There were four men on the night 
shift at work in a drift from the winze on the

The names of the men in the 
mine are Duncaa Mc'Jrae, •!. ckton, Smith 
and another man whose name could not be 
learned.

pcrne one. 
He singled out Gage, who, know­ 
ing nothing of the man. retreated toward the 
back door, intending to get out of the way. 
The door happened to be fastened, and be­ 
fore he could escape Gamarie made a lunge, 
stabbing Gage in the left breast. Gage seized 
the chair and dealt his a~sailrmt a powerful 
blow on the head. 
The maddened Chilean 
succeeded ac rln in reaching the Ciptain with 
his deadly knife, inflicting a severe gash, 
extending from his left cheekbone down to 
the lower lip, which was out in two. 
Par­
